1. Novelty and Inventive Step 

Although 01 discloses Indenyl derivatives, the structure of the compounds of 01 Is quite different from that 
of the compounds of the present invention in that the compounds of D1 and D2 bear a simple„.iodenyioxy(or 
Indolyl oxy moiety) or diaza-cvciopentafalindenvl _moiety . respectively, whereas the compounds of the 
present invention bear alkvlim in o-N -ox Indenyl moiety . 

Furthermore, the indenyl derivatives of the present Invention exhibit a potent activity toward peroxisome 
proliferator activated receptors (PPARs) as well as an excellent effect fn lowering both blood glucose and 
insulin level, when it is admlnstered by either orally or Intraperitoneal^ with no side effect. 

Consequently, the subject-matter of the present claims 1 to 13 is considered to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step under Article 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. 

2, Industrial Applicability 

There is no reason for denying industrial applicability of these claimed invention. Consequently, claims 1 to 
13 appear to meet the requirement of Article 33(4) PCT. 
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
